SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  January 
declined  S8.2  billion  or  4.0  percent  to  $194.5  billion. 
This  is  the  largest  one  month  decrease  since  the  4.5  percent 
drop  in  May  1980. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  declined  $7.3  billion  or  3.8 
percent  to  $196.7  billion.  This  is  the  largest  one  month 
decline  in  shipments  since  a  5.1  percent  drop  in  December 
1974. 

Unfilled  orders  held  by  manufacturers  at  the  end  of  January 
were  $363.0  billion;  down  $2.2  billion  or  0.6  percent  from 
December.  Unfilled  orders  have  been  generally  declining 
since  reaching  a  hign  in  Marcn  1986  of  $370.5  billion. 

Manufacturers'  inventories  in  January  increased  $1.5  billion 
or  0.5  percent  to  $277.0  billion.  Tnis  is  only  the  second 
increase  in  inventories  since  July  and  the  first  to  exceed 
0.1  percent  since  June  1985.  Most  of  the  January  increase 
was  in  finished  goods.  Tne  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in 
January  was  1.41  percent.  Tne  ratio  was  steady  at  1.41 
percent  in  September  and  October,  at  1.40  in  November,  but 
dropped  to  1.35  percent   in  December. 

NEW  ORDERS.  The  new  orders  decline  in  January  was 
concentrated  in  the  durable  goods  sector,  which  decreased 
$7.4  billion  or  6.7  percent  to  $103.0  billion.  Excluding  a 
50  percent  increase  in  defense  capital  goods,  new  orders  for 
durables  dropped  9.1  percent,  more  than  offsetting  the  7.7 
percent  increase  in  December.  Within  the  major  industry 
categories,  declines  were  widespread.  Electrical  machinery 
nad  the  largest  decrease,  flown  $",.6  billion  or  19.8  percent 
to  $14.7  billion,  following  a  9.5  percent  increase  in 
December.  Primary  metals  dropped  $1.9  billion  or  17.7 
percent  to  $8.7  billion  following  a  12.1  percent  increase  in 
December  Transportation  equipment  declined  $1.3  billion  or 
4.5  percent  to  $28.7  billion;  a  decrease  in  motor  vehicles 
and  parts  accounted  for  the  drop. 

He-  orders  for  nondurables  decreased  $0.7  billion  or  0.8 
percent  to  $91.5  billion,  following  a  1.7  percent  increase 
in  December. 


SHIPMENTS.  The  decline  in  manufacturers'  shipments  was  also 
concentrated  in  the  durable  goods  sector,  which  was  down 
$7.1  billion  or  6.3  percent  to  $105.3  billion.  About  half 
of  the  decline  was  in  transportation  equipment,  down  $3.7 
billion  or  11.5  percent  to  $28.4  billion;  both  the  aircraft 
and  parts  and  motor  vehicles  and  parts  were  down. 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  decreased  $0.8  billion  or  0.8 
percent  to  $91.3  billion,  following  a  1.7  percent  increase 
in  December.  Tobacco  manufactures  were  down  $1.3  billion  or 
56.0  percent  from  December  to  $1.1  billion.  The  largest 
increase  in  nondurables  was  in  chemicals,  up  $0.6  billion  or 
3.5  percent  to  $19.0  billion. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  Unfilled  orders  which  are  virtually  all 
held  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  were  down  $0.6  billion 
in  January.  The  largest  declines  were  in  machinery. 
Electrical  machinery  was  down  $1.5  billion  or  1.8  percent  to 
$82.7  billion  with  large  decreases  in  electronic  components 
and      defense      communication      equipment.  Nonelectrical 

machinery  was  down  $1.0  billion  or  1.8  percent  to  $52.3 
billion;  office  and  computing  equipment  had  tne  largest 
decrease. 

INVENTORIES.  Inventories  of  durable  goods  manufacturers  in 
January  increased  $1.1  billion  or  0.6  percent  to  $134.9 
billion;  the  largest  increase  was  in  aircraft  and  parts, 
with  small  increases  in  most  of  the  other  categories. 
Nondurable  inventories  increased  $0.4  billion  or  0.4  percent 
to  $92.1  billion.  All  stages  of  fabrication  of  inventories 
were  up;  materials  and  supplies  increased  0.3  percent,  work 
in  process  was  up  0.4  percent  and  finished  goods  were  up  1.0 
percent.

Effective  with  the  February  1987  Advance  Report  on  Durable  Goods  to  be  Issued  on  March  24,  and  the 
regular  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Inventories  and  Orders  (M3)  report  to  be  Issued  on  March  31,  the 
following  changes  in  the  M3  survey  will  be  implemented: 

o  Concurrent  seasonal  adjustment  of  the  M3  data  series  will  begin.   Concurrent  seasonal 
adjustment   uses  all  available  unadjusted  estimates,  Including  the  current  month,  to 
calculate  seasonal  factors  for  generating  the  seasonally  adjusted  data  series.   Several 
Industry  categories  will  no  longer  be  adjusted,  due  to  lack  of  seasonal  variation  in  the 
series.   For  these  series,  unadjusted  data  will  be  Included  in  both  the  seasonally  adjusted 
and  unadjusted  aggregates. 

o  Inventory  data  will  be  valued  on  a  current  cost  (or  pre-LIFO)  basis.   Currently,  the
